HMO enrollment period shortened 


WILMINGTON -Therehavebeen 
some changes in HMO enrollment 
anddisenrollment timeperiods. The 
time to enroll in or leave an HMO 
will be limited to six months in 2002 
and three months in 2003 and be- 
yond, Up until the end of 2001, Mas- 
sachusetts Medicare beneficiaries 
who are enrolled in a Medicare 
HMO will be able to switch to an- 
other plan or return to fee-for-ser- 
vice Medicare at any time during 
the year. Beginning January 1, 2002, 
this will change. Medicare benefi- 
ciaries enrolled ina Medicare HMO 
will be allowed to make one change 
only and must make this change in 
enrollment during the first six 
months of 2002. 

Thereafter, their enrollment will 
be “locked in” with the plan until 
the following year. During the first 
six months of 2002, a Medicare ben- 
eficiary in an HMO has several 
choices to consider: 

*Stay in current HMO and make 
up changes in enrollment 

*Disenroll from HMO and go 
back to “original” fee-for-service 
Medicare; then decide if they want 
to buy a Medigap supplement in 


February and March (to take effect 
June 1) or pay out of pocket for 
Medicare copayments and services 
not covered by Medicare. 

*Choose another HMO within 
their area. 

*If a veteran, consider enrolling 
into the VA health care system and 
use their clinics, hospitals and 
health care centers. 

*Find out if they are eligible for 
MassHealth Medicare Savings Pro- 
grams for Medicare beneficiaries 
or full MassHealth standard health 
insurance. 

After this six month period, they 
will not be allowed to make any 
further changes (cannot disenroll 
or enroll into another HMO) until 
the annual open Medicare HMO 
enrollment held in November, at 
which time they could make a 
change to another plan or disenroll 
from the HMO.and go back to origi- 
nal fee-for-service Medicare as of 
January 1. 

Beginning in the year 2003 and 
thereafter, Medicare beneficiaries 
belonging to a Medicare HMO will 
likewise only be able to make a 
change in their enrollment onetime 
and only the first three months of 
the year.

Middlesex Canal. That aquaduct, 
one can say, was constructed at 
least three times. 

The first time was during the ini- 
tial construction of the canal, prob- 
ably around 1800, certainly before 
1803, the year the canal opened. 
That aquaduct was of a temporary 
nature, made of wood. A stone 
foundation was constructed shortly 
after the canal was opened for 
business. That foundation was sim- 
ilar to what is to be seen today, 
stonework to support a trough in 
which was canal water and 
through which the barges were 
towed. 

There was a center support in the 
stream.

If one 
inspects the photographs, one can 
see how the timbers which support- 
ed the trough were in turn support- 
ed by the underlying stone work. 

The interesting part of the re-con- 
struction was that it resulted in a 
long-lasting friendship between 
Edward C. Manning and Peter 
Neilson Manning, a 1928 graduate 
of Wilmington High School who 
went to Harvard where he received 
a Master's degree and graduated 
magna cum laude. But he graduat- 
ed into a world where there was no 
work for college graduates 
Teachers at Wilmington High 
School were being paid $750 a year, 
and there were no openings. 

Neilson, a stone mason, was the 
first immigrant to hold public 
office in Wilmington. He served 
first on the school committee, then 
on the board of library trustees. In 
1923, he introduced a resolution 
that school committee members 
serve without pay. 

‘Ten years later, in the depths of 
the Depression, he had no income:

New fire station in South 
Tewksbury open for “business”

firefighters are now getting a taste 
of luxury and modernism, thanks 
to the newly-built South Street fire 
station. 

One local firefighter even com- 
pared the switch to an “escape from 
Alcatraz.” 

“The old station was very inad- 
equate,” says Fire Chief Thomas 
Ryan. “It was built in the late 1950s 
or early 1960s. It could only house 
one piece of apparatus and two 

ople, Three firefighters worked 
out of there and had only one bunk 
room. The conditions were pretty 
deplorable.” 

Those firefighters are under 
those conditions no more. The 
brand-new 7,400 square-foot station, 
into which the department finally 
moved in early August, now has the 
capacity to house four pieces of fire 
and ambulance apparatus (as op- 
posed to just one) and has comfort- 


able sleeping and living quarters 
for three or more people. 

“It’s such an Jmipiovennest over 
the old station,” adds Chief Ryan. 
“It’s a much cleaner and more com- 
fortable atmosphere. Our intentions 
are to expand services to South 
Tewksbury.” 

Officials are even hoping tohouse 
an ambulance and expand the size 
of the South Street station crew toa 
total of eight individuals. 

In addition to four separate bunk 
rooms, the new station features a 
kitchen area and a coy room, un- 
like the old, outdated living quar- 
ters. 

Local community groups can also 
take advantage of the new station’s 
community meeting room. Nota- 
bly, the strategic placement of the 
room allows groups to meet with- 
out resulting in even the slightest 
interference with fire crews. 

Police officers will also be able 
toutilize the brand-new community 


policing office, where they will be 
able to write reports, conduct meet- 
ings and hold interviews. 

Additionally, the new station also 
features an exercise room, a Fire 
Lieutenant office and a vastly im- 
proved dispatch system, allof which 
are sure to improve the efficiency 
of local fire ctews. 
~ Asum of $1,373 million was allot- 
ted to the project after the commu- 
nity gave a vote of approval to its 
related article at the spring town 
meeting of 2000. 

Shortly after that town meeting, 
officials did have to request an ad- 
ditional $60,000 to get the job 
done, according to Chief Ryan. The 
construction of the new station took 
approximately nine months toreach 
completion. 

“It’s a very attractive building, 
and it certainly helps improve the 
appearance of the nei; hood,” 
concludes Ryan. “It’s just a huge 
improvement on so many levels.”

There have been some extraor- 
dinary military events that have 
occurred in the month of August 
throughout our 225-year history. But 
few events, such as the building of 
the Berlin Wall, or The Gulf of 
Tonkin, or the Invasion of Kuwait 
can be identified simply by asking 
what happened ona particular date. 
If I ask you what happened on Au- 
gust 6, 1945, or August 9, 1945, few 
people would not be able to answer 
correctly, 

The discussion about the use of 
the Atomic Bomb fs not a subject 
that has many innocent bystand- 
ers. Everyone has an opinion. My 
knowledge and connection to the 
events leading up to and including 
the dropping of the two Atomic 
Bombs is personal. My dad, Corpo- 
ral Patrick Joseph Hogan, was a 
member of the 509th Composite 
Bomb Group of the Twentieth Air 
Force on Tinian Island in the 
Marianas when Colonel Tibbets and 
then Major Charles Sweeney each 
took off for historic ventures into 
history. 

My dad was an electrician/ 
radioman with the 509th and did not 
have any direct contact with either 
bomb, but his stories about how 
they found out and when they actu- 
ally knew, make for a strong bond 
between that history and me. He 
and many of his fellow soldiers, like 
John Ganley who lives in Wilming- 
ton, were in the mess tent when the 
word arrived, and silence swept 
over the area. 

Winston Churchill, 
in his own words and ? 
in his own writings 
stated that his policy 
as Prime Minister and 
Minister of Defense dur- e 
ing World War II was “to 
wage war, by sea, land, and 
air, with all our might and with 
all the strength that God can give 
us: to wage war against a mon- 
strous fyrenny, never sur- 

in the dark, lamen- 
table catalog of human 
crime. That is our 
policy. Our aim is vic- 
tory, victory at all 
costs, victory in 
spite of all ter- 
victory, how- . ever long 
and hard the * road be; for 
without victory there is no sur- 
vival.”

Churchill in his six volume set, 
The Second World War, for which 
he won the Nobel Prize in Litera- 
ture, stated clearly that “there never 
was a moment’s discussion as to 
whether the atomic bomb should be 
used or not. To avert a vast, indefi- 
nite butchery, to bring the war toan 
end, to give peace to the world, to 
lay healing hands upon its.tortured

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Looking back on many months of August 


: The month of August, like every 
month of the year, has it’s notable 
events that occurred in our mili- 
tary history. One of the most notable 
thilitary events that occurred in 
August, occurred on August 6th, 
1945 when the first atomic bomb 
was dropped on the city of Hi- 
roshima by a plane from the 509th 
Composite Bomb Group of the Twen- 
tieth Air Force piloted by Colonel 
Paul Tibbetts. The plane wasnamed 
the Enola Gay, after Tibbetts’ 
mother. 

Three days later, on August 9th, 
aBecond atomic bomb was dropped 
on Nagasaki. Patrick Joseph Hogan 
Was a young corporal attached to 
the 509th on Tinian Island in the 
Pacificasanelectrician/radioman. 
He, along with the majority of the 
509th, was not aware of the events 
of August 6th until after the Enola 
Gay had left the island.

Earlier in the war, on August 
‘7th, 1942, the American landings 
begin on Guadalcanal. Anamphibi- 
ous task force carried General 
Vandegrift’s 1st Marines (Opera- 
tion Shoestring), while smaller 
detachments landed on Tulagi and 
Gavutu. Admiral Fletcher, with 
three carriers was in support. The 
goal was to take a strategic Japa- 
nese airfield nearing completion. 

Over the next two days the re- 
mainder of the first American wave 
lands on Guadalcanal as the forces 
advance inland and easily overrun 
the Japanese airstrip and rename 
it Henderson Field, named after 
Major Lofton Henderson, a Marine 
aviator shot down at Midway two 
months earlier. 

In August of 1943, 177 B-24 bomb- 
ers from bases in Libya staged a 
successful low level attack on Ro- 
manian oil fields at Ploesti, about 
50 miles north of Bucharest. Of the 
177 aircraft, 164 reached the target. 
Fifty-six bombers were lost during 
the whole operation. 

Also in Europe in 1943, the Sicily 
Campaign’ended as Allied troops 
entered Messina following the mid 


June invasion of 180,000 troops. Al- 
lied losses numbered 25,000, but the 
losses for the axis powers exceeded 
150,000 men lost. 

Back in the Solomons in August, 
1943, General Vandegrifts Marines 
were at it again. This time they 
were the first to land on New Geor- 
gia where U.S. forces successfully 
took the strategic Japanese airfield 
in one day. 

On August 25, 1944 General 
Leclere’s 4th Armored Division 
entered Paris. The German com- 
mander, General Cholitz disobeyed 
orders to fight fiercely for the city, 
and instead of causing such dam- 
age for nothing, he surrendered. 
The U.S. Third Army took Chateau 
Thierry on the Marne as well as 
reaching the Seine further inland at 
Troyes. 

In August 1950 in Korea, the 
Naktong River defense began. U.S. 
troops of the Eighth Army under 
“Johnnie” Walker fell back at the 
Naktong River line and stabilized 
their defenses. 

And at the end of the month 
communist North Korean troops 
rushed the Naktong River defenses 


in such great force that they broke 
the United Nations positions in sev- 
eral places. 

In August, 1951 in Korea, the 
North Korean armistice delegation 
broke off negotiations. For two 
months during negotiations, both 
sides were improving positions 
along firing lines, while skirmishes 
continued. The communists used 
this time to improve their military 
position and their bargaining posi- 
tion. 

Within two weeks United Na- 
tions forces opened a drive against 
the northern portion of the Punch- 
bowl area of Korea, securing their 
objective by mid September. With 
this U.N. success, the communists 
promptly requested the resumption 
of the armistice negotiations. 

One of the more infamous events 
at the outset of the Vietnam War 
occurred in August of 1964 in the 
Gulf of Tonkin. 

While on reconnaissance in the 
Gulf, in international waters 30 
miles off the coast, the destroyer 
U.S.S. Maddox was attacked by 
three torpedo gunboats, later iden- 
tified as North Vietnamese. The 


Maddox destroyed one gunboat and 
damaged the other two. Two days 
later, both the Maddox and the 
destroyer U.S.S.C. Turner Joy were 
attacked by six North Vietnamese 
gunboats. 

On August 7, 1964 the Gulf of 
Tonkin Resolution was passed by 
Congress, authorizing President 
Johnson to take all necessary mea- 
sures to repel any armed attack on 
U.S. Forces. This was the begin- 
ning of theescalation that saw more 
than 58,000 men and women die in 
Vietnam, with hundreds of thou- 
sands wounded. 

In August 1966 Operation Prairie 
began. The 3rd Marine Division 
swept below the DMZ. A key battle 
was fought on Mutters Ridge 

On August 15, 1967 a young, 
scared Private First Class, Robert 
C. Hogan stepped from a plane into 
the sweltering heat of Vietnam. In 
addition tomany hours onthe South 
China Sea and on the Saigon River, 
Ispent many months in the Mekong 
Delta at the ancient City of Can 
Tho. 

In mid August, 1969 the Battle 
Que Son Valley lasted for more 


than a week as members of the 
American Division battled more 
than 1,000NVA troops. Fierce fight 
ing occurred on Hill 102 

In 1990, on August Ist talks be 
tween Iraq and Kuwait collapse: 
On August 2nd the first Iraqi tanh

Kids & Seizures: Know the Hidden Signs 


WASHINGTON, D.C - It’s not 
unusual to see a child daydream, or 
appear distant and unresponsive - 
or for a toddler, just learning to 
walk, to suddenly fall for no appar- 
ent reason. But when these seem- 
ingly common behaviors occur of- 
ten or in patterns, they actually 
may signal that a child is having 
seizures. 

The Epilepsy Foundation con- 
siders the hidden signs of childhood 
epilepsy to be a significant problem 
nationwide. To help parents and 
caregivers of young children rec- 
ognize the common andlittle known 
signs of epilepsy, the Epilepsy Foun- 
dation is launching the “Kids & 
Seizures: Know the Hidden Signs” 
campaign during National Epilepsy 
Month, November. 

Seizures are the most common 
neurological disorder of childhood. 
But not all seizures are convulsions 
and symptoms can be difficult to 
recognize. Many of the “hidden” 
mimic normal behavior. Rec- 
ognition of these signs is important 
in the early diagnosis and treat- 
ment to avoid learning disabilities, 
social problems and safety risks 
associated. with epilepsy in-young 
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children. Early diagnosis offers the 
child with epilepsy a better chance 
of treatment success and a future 
free of seizures. 

“Epilepsy can be particularly 
difficult to diagnose in young chil- 
dren because they are unable to 
clearly communicate what they are 
feeling,” says Paul M. Levisohn, 
M.d., pediatric neurologist at Den- 
ver Children’s Hospital. “The symp- 
toms they display are often misin- 
terpreted, which can lead to weeks 
and even months before diagnosis 
ismade.” Although these signs don’t 
necessarily mean a child has epi- 
lepsy, they should be brought to the 
attention of the doctor.

Short attention blackouts that 
look like daydreaming. 

Sudden falls for no reason. 

Lack of response for brief peri-

Unusual sleepiness and irritabil- 
ity when wakened from sleep. 

Head nodding. 

Rapid blinking.

Clusters of “jackknife” move- 
ments by babies who are sitting 
down.

Frequent stumbling or unusual 
clumsiness. 

Sudden repeated episodes of 
fear for no apparent reason.

Mello hopes his team 
brings its A game

Nearly twenty years ago, Steve 
Mello graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Maine with a physical educa- 
tion degree with hopes of becoming 

a teacher and an athletic coach 
The teacher goal never hap- 
pened, but the coaching career did 
Since 1983 Mello has been Mr. Ver- 
satile in terms of coaching many 


sports at many levels and at sev- 
eral different places. And between 


coaching football, baseball and soc- 
cer in both the towns of Reading 
and Wilmington, one season will 
certainly stick out in his mind. 
Last year Mello guided the Wilm- 
ington Pop Warner D Team to his- 


tory when the team won the 
Middlesex League, the Mass State 
Championship and the New En- 
gland Championship title. Theteam 
defeated Northboro 7-6, Reading 
20-0, Medford 27-0, Londonderry, 
New Hampshire 19-0 and 
Barrington, Rhode Island, 14-12 to 
capture the first ever New England 
title by a Wilmington Pop Warner 
team. More impressive than the 
wins was how they did it. During 
the middle three games, the team 
didn't give up as single touchdown, 
nor a single first down in 12 quar- 
ters of play 

This year Mello has moved up to 
coach the A team, but he won't ever 
forget the run his team had last 
year. 

"We had a great time," said 
Mello. "This year's [A] team re- 
minds me a lot of last year's [D] 
team. We have a good backfield 
and a lot of great kids." 

Mello, 40, played football and 
baseball at Reading High. In base- 


ball he was a pitcher for legendary 
coach Pete Mascarelli and in foot- 
ball he was a 160-pound halfback. In 
his senior year he rushed for over 
800 yards andscored about 60 points 
despite the team being .500 in the 
very tough Middlesex League. 

He got recruited by the Univer-

sity of Maine for both sports but he 
chose to play baseball. He pitched 
his freshman year, but then tore his 
rotator cuff in his pitching arm and 
his baseball career was over after 
that. He graduated from UMaine in 
1983. 

"That was the year with [Title] 
two-and-a-half so they weren'tmany 
teaching jobs out there," he said. 
"So I became a Union Iron worker 
and I still have that job now.” 

But right out of college, Mello 
got his feet wet in coaching. He 
coached youth sports in Reading, 
until Moscarelli asked him to be the 
summer baseball coach in Read- 
ing, and he served as head coach 
for four years which included going 
up against Wilmington and the late 
veteran coach Dick Scanlon. 

Inthe early 90's, Mello was asked 
to become the backfield coach for 
the Reading High football team. 

"That was under Gary Nihan, 
who is now one of the assistant 
coaches for the Wilmington High 
team," said Mello. "Gary was my 
Pop Warner coach in Reading and 
my freshmen coach at Reading 
High." 

Nihan resigned a few years later 
and since has gone to become an 
assistant coach for several other 
high school programs, including 
Wilmington since the 1996 season.

Her story begins along time ago at Boston’s Harvard 
University, Mrs. Walker was working for then Harvard Busi- 
ness School Professor Lawrence B. Lindsey.

“Brenda Standley’s work 
‘day’ begins at 11 p.m., when 
she reports to her job outside 
the New England Aquarium and 
Tuns until 7 a.m. when the rest 
of us are beginning to trudge to 


the office,” notes the “North 


“Some consider this the unde- 
sirable ‘graveyard’ shift, but not 
Standley. She ‘digs’ her work in 
more ways than one. As one of a 
select few female crane opera- 
tors on the Big Dig, Boston’s $14 
billion Central Artery project, 
Standley is in on the ground 
floor - actually a few hundred 
feet below ground - of this mas- 
sively complex, awe-inspiring 
construction project, one of the 
most ambitious public works 
Projects in the nation’s history. 

“Standley is a crane operator 
who has spent 90 percent of her 
time for the last six years on the 
Big Dig project. Most of that 
time was spent in the South 
Station tunnel, but now she is 
outside the Aquarium. She has 
Tun cranes up to 225 tons with 
226 feet of boom, but obviously, 
working below ground in a tun- 
nel, a crane of that size wouldn’t 
fit. So right now her crane of 
choice is a more modest 18-ton- 


ner. 
“When we're hanging girders 
down there we can use every 1/8 
of an inch we can get! she said. 
“It’s a very difficult job” she 
said. ‘People think we just sit 
there and pull levers, but that’s 
not it at all. You have to know 
your working capacity and load 
ranges. You have to do your 
math, basically before you make 
a lift or you'll have a crane acci- 
dent. That’s when you see me on 


the six o’clock news.’ 


“That hasn’t happened yet 
and it’s unlikely to happen in the 
future because Standley, a 
meticulous worker, feels at 
home around mechanical equip- 
ment, an affinity she traces 
back to her childhood growing 
up on her family’s mink farm on 
Marblehead St. 

“‘We were taught to work 
hard; she said.’ ‘I wouldn’t feel 
like I accomplished anything 
when I come home at night if I 
were to just go in there and put 
in my time. I need to do some- 
thing...”

“Any time teachers are con- 
cerned about a child’s fluency,” 
notes Jane Fraser, president of 
the Stuttering Foundation, “they 
should consult with the school 
speech clinician as well as the 
parents.” She advises teachers 
to talk with the child privately 
“and reassure him or her of 
your support; let the youngster
